Plans 
were ‘submitted to the Building Authority 
showing that the reconstruction involved 
the entire demolition of the buildings, 
with (be exception of the. party walls, 
The open space and scavenging lane re- 
quired by the Ordinance were provided, 
and plans were passed and a wertificate 
obtained to the effect that the alterations 
were such as to make the building a new 
building under the Public Health and 
Building Ordinance. Accoriing to Sec- 
tion 101 of the Building Ordinance, party 
walls of a certain length had to be of wv 
certain thickness, aud in the case of the 
premises under consideration the thick- 
ness of the party walls. ought to have been 
87 inches. Asa matter of fact, they were 
only 16 inches thick, and when the Build- 
ing Authority discovered that: they” had 
overlooked. the point, they withdrew the 
vértificate. From that it was being 
argued that the Proposed building wa3 not. 
new imilding, and that the notice to 
quit was invalid. 5

The fire was first discovered at about 
11 pan... the Fire Brigade receiving the 
alarm a few minutes later.
